States Senate, Mr. Clay gave a speeinren of colo¬ 
nization benevolence towards free colored citizens, 
by making a motion to deprive them of the right to 
vote on the question of its acceptance by the peo¬ 
ple. See Senate Journal- 

4. His great personal and official influence, 
when Speaker of the United States House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, secured the admission of Missouri, 
into the Union, as a slave State. 

5- He gave his casting vote, February 18, 1791, 
in favor of perpetual slavery in Arkansas, at a 
time when that territory was almost entirely unin¬ 
habited ; thus struggling for the widest possible 
extension of legalized crime. 

6. He first proposed the annexation of Texas, by 

a motion to that effect April 3,1820. 

7. He has earnestly contended against the abo- 
litiqn of slavery in the District of Columbia, or in 
‘any Territory of the United States,’ and introdu¬ 
ced resolutions into the United States Senate, de- 

’ nouncing ‘interference of the citizens of any of 
the States,’ to effect either of these objects. See 
his resolutions, passed May, 10, 1338. 

8. He zealously opposed the calling of a con¬ 
vention in Kentucky,a measure without which the 
biation of slavery by law, cannot take flacein 
that State. George W. WeisengeT, who is as¬

Assassinate Santa Anna. —An arrival at New 
Orleans brings Mexican dates seventeen days later 
from Vera Cruz. The Picayune says •— 

The most notable incident which we find in 
them is a pretended attempt of certain Texans to 
assassinate Santa Anna. It was asserted that they 
had come over from New Orleans with the osten¬ 
sible purpose of digging for a large amount of 
gold, said to be buried upon the estate of Santa 
Anna, but that their real purpose was to assassin¬ 
ate him, while taking his morningiide through his 
grounds. Various arrests were made in conse¬ 
quence; but that which most enraged the feelings 
of the Americans, was the imprisonment of Cap¬ 
tain Place, by order of Santa Anna, for the pur¬ 
pose of taking his declaration concerning the 
money-seekers, he being supposed to know them, 
as he came passenger in the same vessel with 
them. Upon learning of his incarceration, our 
Consul offered security for the captain's forth 
coming, but this was refused, and he was detain¬ 
ed in prison for eight or ten days. At last after 
undergoing a slight examination, he was set at 
jfiberty. The whole story of the projected assas¬ 
sination would appear to be a humbug.

Horrors of Slavery. The following is an ex¬ 
tract of a letter dated her Majesty’s ship Fisguard, 
Sept. 11, 1843: The Frolic arrived here last * 
night with a slaver she had captured off Cape S 
Fno, having on board 260 slaves, men, women a 
and children. This slaver was only about double g 
the size of one of pur lau nches, and the poor un- I 
fortunate beings were packed in her like as many I 
herrings would be in a cask. It appears that they * 
had been stowed in like this for the space of forty 
five days. Death had happily released a great 
many of them from their tortu.e. 

But, oh ! the sight of the living masses of cor¬ 
ruption was enough to strike terror into the most 
flinty hearty, as they were covered with sores 
from head to foot. 

They were as soon as possible relieved from 
their forty-five day region, being taken out and 
placed on board the receiving ship for that pur- I 
prise. You can more easily imagine than I can t 
describe the skeleton frames of these poor wretch- l 
es when I tell you that220 ot them were taken at 
once into our launch, and eonveyed to the receiv¬ 
ing ship. Our men really sickened at the specta- c 
qle. they had to behold in the shape of humanity— 
and t was glad when the last had been taken out, - 
for I never beheld such a sight before. There 
were among them fifty female children supposed 
to be under 7 years of age, and forty five males
